We are sending you, by front channel, a message that requests you 

to speed up even more the evacuation of Americans, to give us a 

detailed plans on the evacuation contingencies for Vietnamese and to 

open discussions on these matters with President Thieu. 

I hope you can implement these instructions in the soonest possible 

time. We cannot be delinquent in our planning, even if we may later be 

faulted for our judgment on how we executed those plans. 

You should also know privately that at the WSAG meeting there was 

very little support for the evacuation of Vietnamese and for the use 

of American forces to help protect any evacuation. The sentiment of 

& 

our military and DOD colleagues was to get out fast and now. The 
President, recognizing his moral obligation to those who for so long 
have worked with us, is determined to do all he can to help the Vietnamese 
as well as the Americans. He also does not wish to trigger a panic. 

We count on you to carry out your front channel instructions thoroughtly 
and expeditiously, but we want you to understand that we are very conscious 



here of our obligation to our friends and that we will act in accordance 
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with those obligations# What we need from you is your full cooperation 
in order to relieve the pressures on the American evacuation so that 

we can act conscientiously to proceed with the movement of Vietnamese#
